THE COACH COMMENTS 


Our match vs West Adelaide was probably 
the most crucial game of the year for us.

In regard to the title, it is far from over, there are 
still a lot of matches to be played, also there is still the top 4 championship plus the 
Philips Cup - honours are well within our reach and I think you will not be 
disappointed.
